$ . 0 , 2425 --- In exercise of the powers conferred by section 7 of the Export 
( Quality Control and Inspection ) Act, 1963 ( 22 of 1983 ) , the Central Government 
hereby recognises (1 ) the General Superintendence Co . ( India ) ( P ) Ltd ., Bombay , 
H ) the N . C . Corporation ( P ) Ltd ., Bombay : ( til) the Superintendence Co. at 
Ingia ( P ) Ltd ., Calcutta and (iv ) the Inspection and Testing Co . ( India ) ( P ) 
Ltd ., Calcutta , as the agencies for inspection of cast iron soll pipes prior to 
export subject to the following condition , namely : 
Facilities shall be given to an officer of the Export Inspection Council duly 

authorised by the Council, to inspeat the method of examination 
followed in franting the certifrater under sub - rule ( 4 ) of rulo 
of the Export of Cast Iron Sofl Plpea ( Inspection ) Rules , 1965. 
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8 . 0 . 2420. In exercise of the powers conferred by section 17 of the Baport 
Quality Control and Inspection ) Act, 1963 ( 22 of 1963 ) , the Central Government 
hereby makes the following rules , namely : 

1 . ( 1 ) Short title and Commencement. These rules may be called the Export 
of Cast Iron Soil Plpes ( Inspection ) Rules . 1963 , 

(2 ) They shall come into force on 1st October , 1985 . 
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2. Basis of Inspection . -- Inspection of cyst iron soil pipes shall be carried out 
with a view to seeing that the cast iron 8011 pipes conform to the specifcations 
stipulated in the export contract . 

3. Procedure for Inspection . — ( 1 ) Exporters intending to export cast iron soil 
pipes shall give intimation to any one of the agencias receitador Motion 7 
of the port (Quality Control and Inspection ) Act, 1963 ( 22701 1983 . nere 
inafter referred to as inspection agency ) , to enable it to carry out in pection 
in accordance with rule 2 

( 2 ) Every, intimation under sub - rule ( 1 ) shall be, given not legg than 15 days 
before the date on which inspection is required to be carried out. 

( 3 ) On receipt of the intimation referred to in sub - rule ( 2 ) , the inspection 
agency concerned shall inspect the consignment of cast iron soil pipes in accord 
ance with rule 2 . 

( 4 ) After satisfying itself that the consignment of cast iron soil pipes has 
· complied with the specifications stipulated in the export contract, the concerned 

inspection agency may issue a certificate declaring the consignment as export 
worthy , 

4 . Place of examination . - Examination for the purpose of these rules shall be 
carried out either , 

( a ) at the premises of the manufacturer; or 
( b ) at the premises at which the goods are offered by the exporter provided 

adequate facilities for the purpose exist therein . 
5. Inspection Fee .-- A fee at the rate of one per cent of the invoice value of. 
the consignment shall be paid as inspection fee under these rules. 

6 . Appeal. - ( 1 ) Any person aggrieved by the refusal of the inspection agency 
to issue a certificate under sub -rule ( 4 ) of rule 3 may, within ten days of the 
receipt of communication of such refusal prefer an appeal to guch panel of 
experts consisting of not less than 3 persons as may be constituted by the Central 
Govērnment for the purpose. 
" (2 ) The decision of the panel in such appeal shall be Anal
